Under pressure, Walgreen staying | in U.S. 


Biggest drugstore chain 
likely would have felt 
backlash from public

Walgreen will maintain its corporate tax 
headquarters in the US. after it completes a 
roughly $16 billion acquisition of European 
counterpart Alliance Boots, according to 
two people familiar with the matter. 

The company’s decision, which executives 
will discuss in a Wednesday conference call, 
ends months of speculation and a drumbeat 
of criticism from activists, unions and politi- 
cians, including President Obama, surround- 
ing a possible Walgreen move overseas. 

The decision not to go through with a 
so-called tax inversion disappointed inves- 
tors, who clamored for such a move because 
it would have added hundreds of millions of 
dollars to the company’s bottom line annu- 
ally. Shares of the drugstore chain, based in 
suburban Chicago, fell 4.2 percent Tuesday 
to close at $69.12. 

Spokesmen for Walgreen and Alliance 
Boots declined to comment. 

While the Walgreen drugstore chain, the 
nation’s largest, had long said it planned to 
complete the acquisition of Switzerland- 
based Alliance Boots, it had not signaled its 
interest in moving its tax home overseas un- 
til this year. After meeting with investors in 
Paris this spring, Walgreen weighed moving 
its domicile to either the United Kingdom 
or Switzerland, in part to take advantage of 
a lower corporate tax rate.

“There are a lot of investors out there that 
are suggesting and want us to at least consid- 
er an inversion. Frankly, it’s my fiduciary re- 
sponsibility to explore all structures and all 
options and weigh the risk-reward scenarios 
with all of the above, as we are,” Walgreen 
CEO Greg Wasson said last month. 

Several U.S. companies have pulled off 


tax inversions this year. But in recent weeks, 
Walgreen, by far the most visible to con- 
sumers, had come under pressure to keep 
its tax base in the United States. Last week, 
Obama called corporate inversions an “un- 
patriotic tax loophole” and urged Congress 
to act on legislation to halt the exodus of 
US. companies.

Activists applaud Walgreen decision

If reports are true that Walgreen Co. 
will retain its U.S. corporate citizen- 
ship, William McNary will keep shop- 
ping at outposts of the Deerfield, Ill- 
based drugstore giant. 

“I will definitely be continuing to 
use my rewards card, and I will contin- 
ue to encourage others,” said McNary, 
co-director of Citizen Action Illinois. 
“We're happy about this. We’re very 
happy about this.” 

Citizen Action Illinois and other ac- 
tivist groups had been protesting Wal- 
green Co.’s possible move to shift its 
corporate tax headquarters to Europe 
to pay fewer taxes. 


Nell Geiser, associate director of re- 
tail initiatives at activist group Change 
to Win, applauded the decision but 
said Walgreens should have moved 
more quickly. 

“This has been six months of un- 
necessary speculation,” she said, “a 
process drawn out by Walgreens that 
should have been answered at the very 
outset with a resounding ‘no.’” 

Both Geiser and McNary pointed 
to public outcry as the reason for Wal- 
green Co.’s reported decision. Both 
have attended protests at Walgreens 
stores in recent months, and politi- 
cians such as President Obama and 
Sen. Dick Durbin have spoken out 


against corporate inversions. 

At a news conference ‘Tues- 
day at the Walgreens drugstore at 
410 N. Michigan Ave., Durbin said an 
inversion would be “not only funda- 
mentally unjust and ungrateful, but it 
shifts the tax burden to everyone else.” 

If Walgreen Co. has decided to keep 
its corporate citizenship here, “that is 
great news for Walgreens and that is 
great news for America,” said Durbin, 
who said he has no inside knowledge of 
whether the reported decision is true. 

“Reaffirming their commitment to 
the state and the nation will sit very 
well,” he said.

A new style of bike lane proposed for Cly- 
bourn Avenue could accomplish what local 
motorists and cyclists alike have struggled 
with: keeping cars and bicycles out of each 
other’s way. 

Transportation officials and bike advocates 
are hoping Chicago’s planned “curb-protect- 
ed bike lanes” will make a stretch of Clybourn 
safer for cyclists and drivers. 

“One of the things that contributes to a less 
stressful experience on the road is being able 
to anticipate where other people are going,” 
said Jim Merrell, the campaign director for 
local transportation advocacy group Active 
Transportation Alliance. With a curb-protect- 
ed bike lane, “traffic can move more fluidly 
because everyone is in synch. It helps bring 
more order, more harmony, to the street.” 

If the city and state sign off, the bike lanes 
are expected to be installed in 2015 in each di- 
rection on Clybourn between North Avenue 
and Division Street, city transportation offi- 
cials say. The lanes will go next to the existing 
curb and will be defined by a second curb sepa- 
rating the bike lane from traffic or parked cars. 

Curb-protected bike lanes have been crop- 
ping up for years in cities such as New York 
City and Seattle, which often are cited as some 
of the most bike-friendly cities in the country, 
and the structure also is popular in Europe. 

Curb-protected lanes are considered one 
of the safest urban cycling paths within the 
cycling community, and some street designers 
also favor them for their aesthetics. 

“We look at this as much more than just 
putting in bike lanes,” said Mike Amsden, as- 
sistant director of transportation planning at 
the Chicago Department of Transportation. 
“We want to make the street a great street.” 

To date, the city has installed more than 
53 miles of protected bike lanes, which in- 
clude the use of painted buffer lines and plas-

Lolla ‘zombie’ bite has 


man worried about HIV

Ben Lenet hasn’t missed Lollapalooza since 
2008, but he’s wondering whether he'll ever 
return after a “zombie”-like attack left a size- 
able bite wound on his right arm. 

Lenet, 29, of Wicker Park, said he and 
two friends were watching Arctic Monkeys 
around 9:45 p.m. Friday on the north side of 
Grant Park when a man he did not know ap- 
proached his friend and tackled him. In the 
subsequent scuffle, which Lenet said lasted 
about 20 seconds, the man sank his teeth into 
Lenet’s arm and didn’t let go. 

“He turns around and clamps his teeth 
into my left forearm,” he said, adding his two 
friends repeatedly struck the man to make 
him let go. “He’s fully clamped, he’s coming at 
me. He’s ripping at me, he was trying to bite 
through my arm.” 

Lenet said one of his friends struck the man 
again in the face one last time, and the man let 
go and walked away. 

“The dude just got up, like nothing hap- 
pened, and just left,” he said. 

Lenet said he then flagged down two offi- 
cers on the scene, quickly gave a description 
and sprinted to the medical tent. He was 
transported to Presence Saint Joseph Hospital 
and released later in the evening, requiring an- 
tibiotics and a tetanus shot, as well a preven- 
tive cocktail of drugs for HIV. He said he will 
have to be tested for the disease in 30 days. 

A Chicago Police Department spokes- 
woman Tuesday confirmed Lenet’s account of 
the events, citing a police report, and said no 
one is currently in custody. 

Lenet posted photos of his injuries to Red- 


dit late Monday in hopes of getting witnesses 
to the incident. 

“T only posted it so it might lead to some- 
thing,” he said of sharing his story. “I wasn’t 
looking to show off my nasty wounds. I am 
assuming a guy that does this doesn’t do it in 
a bubble. I’m sure he didn’t go to McDonald’s 
and call it a night. I don’t want him to do this 
to anyone else.” 

Quipping that he has yet to have cravings for 
human brains, Lenet even likened the event to 
a sort of “zombie” attack in his Reddit post. 

“Tt really only occurred to me later, the 
amount of beating he sustained was pretty 
massive. For him to be able to walk around is 
astounding,” he said of his attacker. “The cops 
said later they usually don’t hear that unless 
the person is on PCP or bath salts.” 

Lenet said while he has insurance, he be- 
lieves it was an “expensive” night at Lolla- 
palooza, and the incident has left him shaken. 

“There’s some anxiety,” he said. “I know the 
odds are pretty small, maybe in four months 
this will just be a funny story, and I'll have a 
scar to show. But when a doctor sits you down 
and says, ‘We need to talk about your expo- 
sure to HIV and hepatitis, you’re not going 
to sleep so great.” 

He said he’s rethinking ever attending a 
large fest again. 

“It was a pretty traumatic event,” he said. 
“It will make me re-evaluate going to large, 
unsecured shows like that in the future.” 

Police said Monday that 34 arrests were 
made for various crimes throughout the 
three-day festival.

israel withdraws | 
troops, truce begins 


Israel withdrew ground forces from the Gaza 
Strip on Tuesday and started a 72-hour cease- 
fire with Hamas mediated by Egypt as a first 
step toward negotiations on a more enduring 
end to the month-old war. 

Minutes before the truce began, Hamas 
launched a salvo of rockets, calling them re- 
venge for Israel’s “massacres.” Israel’s anti- 
missile system shot down one rocket over Je- 
rusalem, police said. Another hit a house near 
Bethlehem. There were no casualties. 

Israeli armor and infantry left Gaza ahead 
of the truce, with a military spokesmen saving 
their goal at destroving cooss-beceier caunmels 
dug Ey Gslarnise militants hac been ceampletedd. 


“Mission accomplished,” the military rwceted, 

Sami Abu Zuhri, a spokesman for the

Well, I think it’s definitely made it differ- 
ent as far as the way everyone’s approached 
the season. Everyone’s trying to get 
themselves a win to get themselves locked 
into the Chase. The last few points spots 
are going to be interesting to see how all of 
that shakes out, but I like the format. It’s 
going to be intense and a lot of pressure to 
go through the last 10 weeks to keep ad- 
vancing from round to round, but 
that’s what our sport needs.

“To Him That Wills the Way,” the new album 
from local rockers Walking Bicycles, kicks 
off with “Impending Doom,” an appropri- 
ately ominous track that sets the stage for a 
heavy record inspired by guitarist Julius Mo- 
riarty’s arrest and three-year incarceration 
on drug charges. 

Throughout, Moriarty and _ wife/singer 
Jocelyn Summers struggle with a range of 
emotions: grief, anger, fear, anticipation and, 
eventually, acceptance. These mood swings 
are matched by the music, which moves from 
heavy dirges as black as bubbling tar pits to 
comparatively celebratory cuts like “Badada,” 
which is essentially a relieved sigh set to ser- 
rated, buzzing guitars.

“When the album was done it was ... like a 
weight was lifted,” said Moriarty, 41, of Logan 
Square. “It was about my incarceration and 
getting through it and moving on, basically 
willing myself to get through a horrible situa- 
tion and come out a better person. In a weird 
way, the prison sentence wasn’t over until the 
album was written. We can move on now.” 


What were you arrested for? 
Possession of a copious amount of marijuana. 
I was arrested in 2008, and I served my sen-

tence Dec. 27, 2008, through Dec. 27, 2011. 
I’m not a troublemaker. I was a good student, 
and I have an engineering degree. But I was 
awild child. After I graduated high school, 

I decided to follow the Grateful Dead from 
like ’91 to ’95, but after the great Jerry Garcia 
died, I ended up going up to Northern Cali- 
fornia and getting my engineering degree. I 
like to have a good time, but I’d never been to 
prison before. They had me at the handcuffs. 
I got it immediately, and I knew it was some- 
thing I was going to have to lawyer up for. 


How did you mentally prepare yourself for 
prison? 

That was tough. I really don’t even know the 
answer to that, man. It was a dark abyss. I 


had the support of my loved ones. Everyone 
around me had the attitude of, “It’s mari- 
juana. We don’t think it’s the biggest deal.” I 
knew three years wasn’t a lifetime, but I had 
no idea what was going to happen. There’s no 
way to prepare for it. You just make sure your 
bills are paid and let your loved ones know 
you love them and you roll. 


What was the first day in prison like? 

It takes a while for the wheels to get turning. 
You go to county and [then] receiving and 
then you go to prison. It’s a slow build into a 
routine. I was determined to make it my own 
reality and not be forced into one. I went in 
with that philosophy and stuck to it for three 
years. I probably read about 300 to 500 of 
the classics— Dostoyevsky, Dickens—you 
name it, and I ate through it. I would wake 
up every morning and run 5 miles. I didn’t 
make any friends or talk to anyone. I stayed 
in my own little world and made it my space 
and didn’t allow anyone into it. 


On “Words,” Jocelyn sings about trading 
letters with you while you were away. 

For three years, we mainly communicated 
through old-fashioned snail mail. We saved 
them all ... and we bound them. They exist as 
a time capsule of this three-year period of us 
sticking it out. [While we were working on 
the album] I would see her reading them and 
crying because she was putting herself back 
in that place, which wasn’t always easy when 
you're making a life together. I knew it was 
tough on her, and I could physically see it. 


When I searched for the term “badada” 
online, the first thing that came up was the 
urbandictionary.com definition of a “noise ex- 
pelled when the festivities have commenced.” 
Yeah, it’s about the release. We did it. It’s 
that triumphant feeling like, “This is almost 
done.” The song ends abruptly because the 
story isn’t over. We're still moving on. This is 
the first step on a long road back. 


How'd you spend your first day out? 

I couldn't leave the house. You can’t leave the 
house until your parole officer shows up. So I 
talked face-to-face with my wife for like 

12 hours. I took a bath because you don’t get 
baths in prison. I cooked my own food. The 
first night I was able to leave ... it was New 
Year’s Eve and Jocelyn had gotten us tickets 
to see Disappears at the Empty Bottle. There 
must have been 50 people in the crowd I 
hadn't seen in three years, so it felt like every- 
one I knew had gotten together to celebrate 
my release. It was epic.

As the cast and crew behind Wicker Park 
theater company, The Hypocrites, officially 
kick off their 2014-2015 season this week- 
end, they’re hoping audiences are prepared 
to swap their Netflix queues for a different 
kind of binge.
